Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 30 is directed towards an unobvious improvement over the invention disclosed in 
United Kingdom Patent 2,225,063. The United Kingdom Patent 2,225,063 discloses a method of 
regulating the division of a flow of cooling air substantially as claimed as set forth in the Office 
action of February 16, 2005. The improvement comprises at a position intermediate the entry 
and downstream end, directing cooling air away from the sidewall and dividing a primary swirl 
of cooling air into smaller swirls. In the United Kingdom Patent 2,225,063, the primary swirl of 
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cooling air is not divided into smaller swirls. Rather, cooling air is merely directed in an angled 
manner into blade cooling passages 20, 21, and 12.
